In this couatry a Jacobite is now become a rara 
avis; and the caufe, which more than once convul- 
fed thefe kingdoms, is now the lifelefs theme of on- 
ly a few old perfons, who in a few years will bury 
it with themfelves. From all my enquiries and ob- 
fervation, there are no religious principles taught in 
the kingdom more friendly to Government, than 
thofe of the Scots Epifcopals ; mor can any deaomi- 
nation of men be found more amenable to the laws 
of their country. ‘Iherefore no reafon can be gi- 
ven, why their grievances have not been redreffed, 
but that no application has been made for that pur- 
pofé ;—but if any more inconveniencies fhould arife 
at other elections, fimilar to that I have mentioned, 
it is to be hoped Gentlemen will be fo far friends to 
themfelves and their country, as to obtain the re- 
peal of a law which is a difgrace to the fenfe and 
probity of the nation. 

When people meet to tranfaét bufinefs which cons 
cerns the general intereft of the kingdom, I can fee 
much propriety and Severeees in founding a perfon’s 
loyalty to his prince by an oath of allegiance ; and 
where the particular interefts of a county are at 
ftake, it is but common juftice'to men of property 
to guard againft fervile intruders by a truft-oath ; 
but 1 own, I have not penetration enough either to 
difcover how the fafety of Government can be fecu- 
red by making people throw off the obligations of 
confcience 5 or to perceive the jultice of debarring 
them from the enjoyment of their property and pri- 
vileges, till, by the moft folemn appeal to God, they

The Chancellor of the Exchequer rofe to give his 
fentiments on that part of the bill. He declared 
himfelf to be a friend to the principle to which the 
militia owed its exiftence ; but he conceived he fhould 
be wanting in his duty, if he did not ufe his endea- 
yours to render them ufeful to the ftate on the leatt 
expence to the country, though he did not with to 
puih the argument of economy to a rigid extreme in 
a matter of fo much importance. He felt himfelf 
much indebted to thofe refpeiable gentlemen, who 


had with fo much zeal interclted themfelves on this 


fubjet, and on that account he fhould prefs what he 
had to propofe with diffidence ; if it did not mect 
with the entire approbation of the Committee, he 
fhould be extremely willing to alter or modify it as 
they might think ‘proper. In arguing on this fub- 
ject, he might with great propriety mention the prac- 
tice of the regular forces. It was well known, that 
no regiment in time of peace for the moit part mu- 
ftered any more than two thirds of their war efta- 
blifhment, and he thought the militia would be ren- 
dered equally ufeful by following the practice of the 
army. He would, however, propofe, that the 
whole fhould be balloted for and muttered; but he 
was of opinion, that if two thirds of the full com- 
plement were annually exercifed, it would perfectly 
anfwer every purpofe of difcipline, which was the 

reat argument for the neceflity of an annual mutter. 
By this means the expence to the nation, inftead of 
130,000 I. would be reduced to go,ocol. which 
certainly was an object worth confideration. He 
concluded with moving an amendment to the claufe 
agreeable to his propofal. This gave rife to a con- 
verfation of fome length. 

Mr Pye {poke in favour of the annual mufter. 

Mr Rolle was of opinion, that the militia might 
be kept up, with equal benefit to the country, with- 
out calling them forth every year. Men who were 
accuftomed to a military life had great reluctance to 
return to Jabour, and he was convinced it was ex- 
tremely injurious to the morals of the people. 

Captain Berkeley afferted, that if the militia were 
not annually exercifed, they’ could be of no fervice 
if wanted on an emergency. He fuggefted, that if 
the plan of having only two-thirds called out was a- 
‘dopred, a claufe thould be introduced to prevent the 
frond which would otherwife happen, ofa man being 
a ubftirute for more regiments than one. 

Sir Fohn Miller declared himfelf a warm friend 
to the militia. He had himfelf ferved in Germany 
when the Britifh line was in great eftimation ; but 
whet he faw the militia encamped at Coxheath, he 
thought they were fnperior in appearance and difci- 
pline to any body of men he had ever feen. He 
then entered into a hiftorical detail of the ftate of 
the conftitutional defence of the country, from the 
days of Alfred to the prefent time, and concluded 
with giving his 2ffent to the amendment of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. 

Sir Edavard Afiley was of opinion, that the fhort 
time the militia were ufually exercifed in time of 
peace, was by no means adequate to the purpofe of 
difciplining the men. He thoughit it would be bet- 
ter to call them out once in two or three years, and 
exercife them for a longer time. 

Ms: Powey gavefan Hon. Gentleman (Mr Rolle) 
great credit for the fermon he had preached on mo- 
rality ; but he was of opinion that the immorality of 
the militia was favourable to population, and there- 
fore it ought not to be checked by parliamentary 
prohibitions. 

Mr Younge, Mr Drake, and other gentlemen 
fpoke. Att length the amendment was put, and 
carried without a divifion. 

The other claufes were read, fome of which oc- 
cafioned long converfations. The bill was however 
gone through with amendments. After which the 
Hoofe adjourned.

Conflantinople, Fan. 25. A few days fince a

But the moft material change 1s 
that of the Grand Vifier, who has been depofed 
merely for incapacity, no crime being laid to his 
charge. Neither his effects, therefore, nor papers 
have been feifed, but he has been fent under a guard 
to a country houfe of one of the Sultans till he is 
appointed governor of fome province. In the inte- 
rim, till a new Vifir is appointed, the Captain Pacha 
aéts in that capacity. Jufuppie Pacha, pyernor of 
the Morea, and lately made a Pacha three Tails, 
it is expeéted will be appointed ; who being a crea- 
ture of the Captain Pacha’s, the’ power of that 
chief will be unlimited, as every department of the 
{tate will in that cafe be filled by his dependants. 

Paris, Feb. 27. The Queen, jwho is now half 
her time gone with child, was let blood yelterday. 
Her Majetty is in a very promifing ftate of health. 

Vienna, Feb. 15. On the 5th of this month, in 
the forenoon, the Comte de Waffenaar, and the 
Baron de Leyden, deputies from their High Migh- 
tinefles the States-General of the United Provinces 
of the Low Countries, had their audience of leave 
of his Imperial and Royal Majefty. The following 
is the fpeech which the faid deputies pronounced on 
this occafion : 

« Sire, The miflion with which we-had the ho- 
nour to be invefted to your Imperial and’ Royal Ma- 
jefty having had its entire effect by the fo-much de- 
fired re-cftablifhment of union and peace between 
your Imperial and Royal Majefty and the Republic, 
their High Mightineffes have judged proper to ter- 
minate it. 

“ This event gives new energy to the fentiments 
of the veneration of their High Mightinefles for 
your Imperial and Royal Majefty, of which we have 
been the principal inftruments. 

«6 Thef2 fentiments, ever invariable, are now be- 
come indiffoluble by the new connections which the 
Republic efteems itfelf happy in having contra¢ted 
with your Imperial and Royal Majelty. We efteem 
ourfelves equally happy to be able to offer the ho- 
mage of it to your Imperial Majelty, and the molt 
entire confirmation of it will be found ia the letter 

which we have the honour to deliver to your. Impe- 
rial Majelty on the part of their High Mightinefles. 

*¢ Nothing remains for us but to offer to your Im- 
perial Majefty our humble acknowledgments for the 
reception with which you have dgigaed to honour 
our miflion, as well as our mot profound refpet and 
that lively fenfibility which the honour of approach- 
ing you always infpires. 

** May the glorious reign of your Imperial Maje- 
fty, deftined to promote the happinefs of your peo- 
ple, continue ever to furnifh renown to the mott le- 
gitimate fubjeds, and to perpetuate your great’ and 
augu(t name. May the age of Jofeph IIL. like thofe 
of Titus, Trajan, and Marcus Aurelius, his prede- 

ceffors in the Roman empire, ever form an epoch in 
the records of the world, as that of the humanity, 
peace, and happinefs of mankind.” 

We are aflared that his Imperial Majefty. return- 
ed an anfwer nearly in the following terms: 

*s Gentlemen, ~ 

*¢ You may affure their High Mightinefes, that I 
am equally rejoiced that the difficulties ‘which had a- 
rifen are arranged. "This matt be for the advantage 
of both ‘nations ; the more fo, as thofe differences 
being adjulted once for all, the ancient connection, 
which fo many years fubfifted between the two ftates, 
cannot be any longer interrapted.- Ta fine; Gentle- 
men, I am charmed in making you this-acknow- 
ledgment ; and thisYmillion cannot fail to be agree- 
able to you, as it hath ferved as a bafis for the re- 
eftablifhment of peace.” 

Hague, March 1. By a refolution of their Noble 
and Grand Mightinefles, all military ‘hononrs are, 
for the future, to be rendered exclirfively ‘to the 
Provincial States, as well as to the States-General, 
the whole time that the faid States fhall-be affem- 
bled. Every day during their mecsings "@ company

acceptable to our readers. By ftatute 12 Geo, III. 
it is enasted, that no defcendant of Geo. II. (other 
than the iflue of princes married into foreign fami- 
lies) is capable of contracting matrimony, without 
the previous confent of the King fignified under the 
great feal; and any marriage or matrimonial con- 
tract made without fuch confent is null and void to 
all intents and purpofes, provided that fach of the 
faid defcendants as are above the age of twenty-five, 
may, after atwelyemonths notice given to the King’s 
Privy Council, contract and folemnize marriage 
without the confent of the Crown; unlefs doth 
Houfes of Parliament fhall, before the expiration of 
the faid year, exprefly declare their difapprobation 
of fuch intended marriage. And all perfons folem- 
nizing, aflifting, or being prefent at, any fuch pro- 
hibited marriage, fhall iacur the penalties of the fta- 
tute of premunire, i. e. be out of the King’s pro- 
tection, imprifoned during pleafure, forfeit eftates, 
&e. 

The wedding-day of Lady Horatia Waldegrave 
is fufpended, tillfletters of approval are received from 
the Duchefs of Gloucefter; the arrival of which is 
invoked by the lovers with all the impatience of 
glowing pafhion.
